With the Italian Armies, Nov. 26.

FIRST EFFORT TOWARD 


UNIFICATION LAUNCHED 


Work is Inaugurated by New 


Allied Council In Keeping 
With Wilson Plans 


By Ed L. Keen™ 

London, Nov. 26:—The most vital 
week of the war began today. 

On the outcome of events in the 
next seven days may depend whether 
the Allies shall triumph before the 
spring of 1919 or the war drag fur- 
ther along. 


This week marks the first really 
practical determined effort at gen- 


eral unification, co-ordination and in-

centralized ‘control. | 

The new inter-alled conference 
will inaugurate this effort. Presi- 


dent Wilson’s wise council, express- 
ed through. his’ delegates—Col. E. 


M. House and Gen. Tasker H. Bliss 


—is regarded by officials as likely to 
be of the utmost value in the prelim- 
nary work toward linking the allies 
into one vast war machine. 

The American mission has nal a 
far-reaching effect on Allied plans. 
Both British and. French 
have been profoundly impressed with 
the energy, the far-sightedness, the 
complete unselfishness of America’s 
part in the war as evidenced by 
these commissioners. 

Their work has served to empha- 
size to a remarkable degree the 
weighty part the U. S. is henceforth 
to play not only in the actual war- 
ring, but in the councils of the Al- 
lied powers. The voice. of America 


and in the Paris supreme war coun- 
cil meeting will be a powerful one. 
The initial meetings of the Allied 
war council are for discussion of mil- 
itary matters. First of all, there will 
be a critical, merciless examination 
of the weak spots in the Allied war 
machine. There will be the minute 
search for waste. Unnecessary and 
wasteful effort, overlapping and in- 
terference are to be eliminated. 
Secondly come plans for the future 
conduct of the war on the basis of a 
single front. The ideal sought is a 
delicately balanced piece of machi- 
nery, capable of the most rapid exe- 
cution of all-ordinated plang which 


may be dictated by changing condi- | 


tions. 

Later, as part of the war measures 
of the Allies, will come America’s 
potent urging of a re-statement of 
war aims. 

The collapse of the Russian bol- 
sheviki armistice plan, indications of 
a return to reason throughout that 
stricken country, great progress in 
the “second political offensive” in 
Germany—all combine to make Am- 
erica’s stand for such an inter-Allied 
statement of war aims a “military 
measure” of the utmost importance.
